DOWN IN THE TUBE 

New York Yankees Gary Sanchez and Aaron

DRAMA AT SOUTHAMPTON 

A man and woman, both about 40, delayed 
the subway at Southampton for 40 minutes on 
Tuesday morning by arguing and pushing each 
other about whether they were getting off or on 
at that station.

STRANGE ROAD SIGNS VEX MOTORISTS 

The Hamptons Police reported this week that 
they have received a rash of anxious phone 
calls from motorists expressing confusion 
and uncertainty over the meaning of certain 
road signs that appear on local roads. “We 
began getting calls towards the beginning of 
the summer season,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. “As the season 
has proceeded and the number of drivers 
has increased, the calls have become more 
frequent.” According to Hirsch, the callers are 
uniformly perplexed about one particular sign. 
“It’s a fairly distinctive red, octagonal sign. 


Across the front of the sign is the word ‘STOP’ 
in capital letters. We get a lot of calls about 
that one! Even our guys down at headquarters 
sometimes forget what that sign is supposed to 
mean.” Hirsch notes that officers can tell how 
confused some motorists are by this particular 
type of sign—which often appears at street 
intersections—when they see the motorists 
slow down slightly as they approach such 
signs, clearly bewildered as to what the sign 
is instructing them to do. “Some of them even 
slow down to about 15 miles per hour before 
proceeding past these signs. They must be 
really fogged by them!” When asked how the 
police have responded to the widespread 
confusion, Hirsch pointed out the challenges 
facing officers in trying to educate the driving 
public. “Look, are you suggesting we pull each 
and every uninformed driver over and explain 
all of the road signs to them? Do you know 
how long that would take?” Hirsch says that 
the Hamptons Police will continue to monitor 
the situation with the red, octagonal signs, and 
he promised that the police would “take all 
appropriate actions when we see fit to do so.” 


CONTROLLED COVERS LIST EXPANDED 

The Hamptons Police Live Music Task Force 
has announced an updated list of controlled 
covers, to be made effective immediately. 
Controlled covers are songs that local bands 
are allowed to play only on an extremely limited 
basis. “In accordance with the Controlled 
Cover regulation, no more than two of these 
overplayed songs are permissible in any given 
set,” explained Hamptons Police spokesman 


Larry Hirsch. “If the undercover agents of the 


Music Task Force observe a deviation from this 
standard, fines will be levied and live music 
venues will be shut down.” While the complete, 
updated list of controlled covers is available on 
the Hamptons Police website, local bands are 
advised that the Rolling Stones songs “Brown 
Sugar,” “Honky Tonk Woman” and “You Can't 
Always Get What You Want” have been added. 
“We regret adding these, because we know 
that people like those songs, but irresponsible 
bands have just worn them out,” said Hirsch. @&

The Hamptons from the Inside Out 
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Divison Street 


The 1848 War That Changed Sag Harbor Forever

eople have always asked me about how 

Division Street in Sag Harbor got its name. 
It’s an odd name, and in fact everything on 
the western side of Division Street is part of 
Southampton Township, while everything on 
the eastern side of Division Street is part of East 
Hampton Township. 

I’ve always told people that this came about 
when Sag Harbor was first mapped in 1707. Both 
East Hampton and Southampton towns, which 
had been founded in the 1640s, laid claim to it. 
Instead of fighting about it, however, the two 
Mayors instead decided to have a walking race. 
Each Mayor would go to the farthest reaches 
of their respective towns—in East Hampton 
to the Montauk Lighthouse and Southampton 
to the border at Remsenburg—and commence 
walking or running toward Sag Harbor. When 
they met in Sag Harbor, the walk would end. A 
line would be drawn north to south becoming, 
at first, Division Street and then Town Line 
Road to the ocean. West of that would be 
Southampton Town. East of the line would be 
East Hampton Town. 


According to my story, the Mayors met and 
shook hands just 300 feet to the east of Long 
Wharf. That is why Long Wharf, which would 
have been the obvious joining point, is in 
Southampton Town and not half in one town 
and half the other. And that is why the Mayor of 
East Hampton, who lost, got the nickname “Old 
Baggy Pants,” because he was too slow. 

Now, this story is not the true story—I made 
it up. It is fake news. But today, because of 
Google, we know the true story. It took me just 
12 seconds to locate what really happened. 
Here it is. 

The two Mayors actually met, and happily 
shook hands, right in the center of Long Wharf 
in 1708, one year after the founding of Sag 
Harbor. As a result, the name of Main Street, 
which goes down to the tip of Long Wharf, was 
officially changed to Division Street. It remained 
that for 130 years. Then, the boundary was 
moved, to the disadvantage of East Hampton. 
And Division Street was moved to where it is 
now. It’s quite a story. 

During those 130 years, Sag Harbor residents 
lived happily with the knowledge that the 
village was evenly divided. Every four years, a 


new mayor was elected for Sag Harbor. As it 
happened, every mayor elected was from the 
more populous and prosperous East Hampton 
side. It didn’t seem to matter. Sag Harbor 
was flourishing. It was a port of entry into 
the United States. Prosperous Sag Harborites 
got rich through manufacturing, finance and 
shipping from that East Hampton side. They 
soon outpaced those living on the Southampton 
side, which fell behind while farming and fishing. 

Around 1810, however, the whaling industry 
began to flourish in Sag Harbor. Whale oil was 
needed around the country for fuel and lighting. 
As a result, whaleboats left Sag Harbor to go 
around the world and return full of rendered 
whale oil. As a result, a whole new kind of 
seafaring community took hold, all of which 
was on the Southampton side where land was 
cheaper. By 1835, Sag Harbor downtown was 
taken over by the whaling industry. There were 
bars and taverns and whorehouses. Drunken 
sailors, many of them taken against their will 
as mates on the whaling ships, arrived from 
foreign lands such as Fiji, India, Borneo, Africa 
and China. They’d sleep in the gutters and 
speak as many as 14 (Continued on next page) 
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foreign languages and otherwise behave badly. 
The smell of sweat, alcohol, unwashed bodies 
and whale blubber permeated the area, and 
was especially noticeable on the wealthy East 
Hampton side when the wind blew it that way. 

At that time, the Mayor of Sag Harbor 
was Lincoln Abraham, a wealthy watchcase 
manufacturer. He abhorred the arrival of the 
whaling industry. He declared those employed 
in it an “uneducated scourge on our town,” 
unaware of the Bible, the Declaration of 
Independence and the Constitution. He called for 
the “freedom of these immigrants,” particularly 
those who ran away to the East Hampton side 
seeking refuge from their masters. 

On the other side, a challenger to the Mayor 
arose, a whaleboat captain by the name of 
Arlington Lee. Lee was a fiery speaker and now, 
with the bulk of the town populated with people 
from the whaling industry, he demanded that 
“runaway mates” be arrested and returned to 
their masters. 

In the run-up to the election of 1838, Lee 
and Abraham conducted a series of debates. 
Abraham, offering an olive branch, agreed 
to bring to court any “runaways” and have 
them returned to the whaling captains in the 
west. But he also declared that these foreigners 
be offered future citizenship if no whaling 
captain came east to claim them. All the 
courthouses in Sag Harbor were on the East 
Hampton side then. 

Abraham won this re-election. There were 
occasions when runaways would be claimed 


by whaleboat captains, but in court Freedom 
Vigilantes would break in and, with the 
authorities looking the other way, spirit the 
runaways off to Shelter Island, which was even 
more liberal than the good people on the East 
Hampton side of Sag Harbor. 

When this happened, Lee dropped a 
bombshell. He declared that those on his side 
would create a new village called Whaletown. 
His speeches were full of hate. He espoused 
violence. Responding, Abraham declared the 
rebels blubberheads. “They do nothing. They 
are sub-humans who got rich on the backs of 
their crewmen.” 

Lee then declared Abraham “an effete liberal” 
and drew a line moving Division Street east 
(to where it is today.) “Don’t cross it,” he said. 
Whaletown would incorporate all of Long Wharf 
and all of Main Street. 

The first shot of this two-month-long war 
was fired by Whaletown when rebel soldiers 
attacked and took over Haven’s Beach. Rebel 
whaleboats then blockaded all merchant ships 
coming to Sag Harbor. Sag Harbor Minutemen 
won a skirmish at the Whalers’ Church and 
took that over. But the rebels counterattacked 
and took it back, and then climbed up Turkey 
Hill and stole the big cannon up there that had 
been used to repel the British in the War of 
1812. Aimed at the courthouse on Bay Street 
in the east, Lee said the cannon would “reduce 
the courthouse to rubble,” and he meant it. 


And so Abraham’s men withdrew and asked — 


for an honorable surrender, which they got by 


retreating to where Division Street is now. 

For the next 20 years, Whaletown 
thrived and the Village of Sag Harbor was 
just the East Hampton Town part of town. 
The main parts—the American Hotel, 
the Whalers’ Church, the Long Wharf 
and even the former Watchcase Factory 
were incorporated into Whaletown. Lee was 
declared “Premier” and, for all intents and 
purposes, chaos, bribery, brutality and fear 
ruled there. 

But that was not the end of it. As the 
1840s continued, the whaling industry went 
into decline. Not only were whales now hard 
to find—they almost went extinct—but 
kerosene and oil made whale blubber almost 
entirely unnecessary. On August 19, 1848, news 
of gold found in California was shouted up 
and down Main Street (today’s Main Street), 
and all the whalers pulled up anchor and sailed 
off for San Francisco. Thus Whaletown collapsed. 

In the Village Election of 1850, those 
“liberal effetes” won again, and Whaletown 
went under. 

“Thus freedom rings again in our fair city,” 
new Mayor Hamilton Alexander, a wealthy 
manufacturer, shouted from the front porch of 
the American Hotel. He restored the laws, gave 
women the vote, a path to citizenship for the 
whaleboat mates and full health care for all. 

But he didn’t move Division Street back to 
Long Wharf. It was unnecessary after all. And it 
was a sop to those few “blubberheads” who still 
remained yearning for the old ways. ga 
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Phase Three 


The Hamptons Shift Into a Brand New Gear

he Hamptons are entering an entirely 

new phase this year. It feels, smells and 
tastes different this year. I call it Phase Three. 
I'll explain. 

Phase One was when everybody out here knew 
everybody. You went to the beach wherever you 
wanted to, the place was beautiful and fishing 
and farming dominated with a modest surge in 
the summer when the summer people came. 
Other than in the “summer colony” areas, the 
beauty was natural and indigenous. Roads were 
narrow and sometimes dusty. One saw great 
vistas everywhere. There was little landscaping 
other than bushes around the house. Mowing 
was done with a push lawnmower. 

In those years, stores were open Monday to 
Saturday. Sunday was a day of rest. At night, 
the cops went door to door, checking to see if 
stores were locked. When they weren’t, they’d 
call the owners at home, who would come down 
and lock up. There was nothing inside to steal 


of any value, anyway. The best way to get out 
here was a long multi-stop train ride. And once 
people got here, there were no traffic jams. 
Finally, about food—eating out meant Italian, 
Chinese or French. 


Phase Two began about 1980. You got a beach 


sticker for your beach, there was sufficient help 
to handle the summer jobs, lots of wealthy 
people came to join in for the summer. The 
place was beautiful, though now the “summer 
colony” area was much expanded, swimming 
pools popped up and some _ landscaping 
occurred. Private screening rooms appeared in 
some homes. Lawns were often mowed by gas- 
powered lawnmowers. Stores were open seven 
days a week, from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and, when 
closed, were locked up tight. 

Hampton Jitney, an excellent way to go in 
comfort from NYC to the Hamptons and back, 
two hours from Southampton, began to thrive. 
Private planes brought the super-wealthy to 
the Hamptons. Crowds of cars brought people 
out Friday night on the new expressways, and 


there was more traffic heading back Sunday 
night. The “trade parade” began during the 
week on County Road 39 and Sunrise Highway: 
workmen, mostly pool maintenance and 
landscaping crews, came in at 8 a.m. and left 
at 5 p.m. to get to their homes far to the west 
of here. About food: Japanese food became an 
option, also Mexican and bagels and lox. 

You have to see the pieces that fit together 
this summer to see the now unfolding Phase 
Three. Here are some recent news items. 

With the emphasis on rounding up illegal 
immigrants, fewer Hispanics are out and about. 
Those that think there might be trouble are 
staying home. Many Hispanics live near me. 
People are frightened and nobody knows what 
will happen next. 

There is an alarming shortage of workers to 
handle the crowds this summer. Stores and 
restaurants and party planners are advertising 
mightily for dishwashers, clerks, delivery 
drivers, waiters. It appears there might be a 
decline in the service (Continued on next page)

because of this. Tempers could flare. 

The Sag Harbor Express this past week 
published an article on the lengths that local 
merchants are going to keep help. Some have 
resorted to buying entire houses for them. It 
makes for a happier, safer employee if they do 
that, one of the merchants said. The newspaper 
named names. 

To a very great degree, the workers in Phase 
Three serve the rich. In Phases One and Two, 
the locals and the rich needed workers. Now the 
overwhelming need is for chauffeurs, gardeners, 
private chefs, swimming pool attendants, limo 
drivers, party planners, security people and car 
parkers. Landscaping is everywhere, all clipped 
and snipped, and the new plantings, via pollen, 
have overgrown many areas where there used 


to be vistas. Stores are open at 10 a.m. and not 
before. All are open seven days a week unless 
there is a reason, other than “day of rest,” for 
them not to be. Food at restaurants is now 
from one of as many as 150 foreign countries 
and is often photographed before being eaten 
so it can appear in glossy magazines before 
people dig in. Many of the Bonackers have 
moved to North Carolina. 

I received emails these past few weeks that 
I have never gotten before. In Phases One and 
Two, the big mansions had been occupied by 
the wealthy and, sometimes, illegally, as share 
houses among young people who couldn't 
afford to come out here otherwise. This past 
week, I got an email inviting me to a seven- 
bedroom mansion in Water Mill where the 
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Phase Three, a whole different view 


renters want me to try their new vodka, now 
in national distribution. They make all sorts of 
special drinks. I think they are doing this for 
free to get the word out. 

Another email was an offer to come by a 
different mansion where the renters were 
offering up designer clothes to buy. And there 
was a news item last week about a summer 
house—actually the old Grey Gardens in East 
Hampton—announcing a designer jewelry sale 
and getting a cease-and-desist notice. You can’t 
sell retail out of your home. 

The number of people who can afford to come 
out here by helicopter is surging. Noise at the 
airport is way up as a result. The number of 
stores that cater to the superrich is surging. 
A Tesla “store” has opened in downtown East 
Hampton. In Phase One and Two, many stores 
sold items the locals needed. Now we have pop- 
ups for the well-to-do and there’s shopping for 
the locals in some stores located in shopping 
malls. There are also empty stores. Amazon 
and online shopping are ascendant. And the 
beaches are jammed. 

The authorities are hard pressed to keep up 
with Phase Three. In East Hampton, the town 
board welcomed Uber after refusing to come 
to terms with them for two years. But there are 
still local rules. No sleeping in cars, no parking 
on roads in Montauk for more than 15 minutes 
or using town-owned lots unless dropping off or 
picking up. Ubers have to be summoned by the 
online app. No hailing an Uber. And no cash is 
to change hands. Also, you can’t be both a taxi 
driver and an Uber driver. 

And now Skedaddle comes to town. They 
have an app. They connect riders with “user- 
generated routes.” I read that once a minimum 
of 10 people have joined a route, they send a 
luxury vehicle “to provide a seamless and fun 
travel experience.” They offered their service 
free for the Fourth of July weekend. 

There’s an upscale service to take you home 
from clubs if you’re drunk—they send out two 
drivers, one for you and one for your car—even 
if your car isn’t drunk. There is also a shuttle 
bus in Montauk called the Hopper that goes 
around town on weekends. 

Welcome to Phase Three. The place is still 
beautiful. But, because real estate prices are 
so high, it’s now much more exclusively for the 
rich, all clipped and snipped by landscapers. 
Hedgerows dominate and people have their 
plot of paradise. Nobody knocks on anybody’s 
door unasked. And almost all doors and houses 
have alarm systems. It’s time to re-think this 
place. New times require new rules. @&

Steven Matz Returns to Fill Yastrzemski’s Shoes

he last baseball player from the East End 

who became a star was Carl Yastrzemski, 
who played for the Boston Red Sox from 
the early 1960s until the early 1980s. He 
won the Triple Crown 1967 and was the pride 
of Bridgehampton. 

Others have played in the Major Leagues 
since then, and a few were thought to have star 
quality, but none panned out. 

Then, in May of 2009, a famous high school 
baseball game was played in Patchogue. Two 
East End pitchers, both 17, faced each other for 
the first and only time. Both were considered 
Major League prospects, so attending the 
game—besides the usual of friends and 
family—were professional baseball scouts from 
all 32 Major League teams. Throughout the full 
seven innings—high school games are seven 
innings—the scouts stood behind the backstop 
with pads and pencils to take notes and with 
speed guns to clock the velocity of the pitches. 

One pitcher was 5’ 8” Marcus Stroman, who 
was later signed by the Toronto Blue Jays and is 
there playing today. The other was 6’ 2” Steven 
Matz, born and raised in Stony Brook, who 
hoped to someday play for the New York Mets. 

Both pitchers threw over 90 miles an 
hour and struck out lots of the batters. In 
the end Matz’s team won, | to 0. Today, Matz 
is playing for the Mets, and it appears he 


could follow in Carl Yazstremski’s footsteps. 

In 2015, Matz pitched in six games and was 
the winning pitcher in four of them and 
received a no decision in the others. 
At the beginning of 2016, he won three of 
his first four decisions, had an ERA 
under 2.00. With an eventual record of 
7-1 overall, heads were turning all over baseball. 
He was the real deal. 

Then he hurt his pitching arm. He played 
anyway, did badly and finally, in the Spring 
of 2016, had to have shoulder surgery. A year 
went by. People wondered if he might never 
pitch again. 

In late May this year, the baseball season 
a month old, Matz got the nod and started 
for the Mets against the Atlanta Braves. He 
pitched wonderfully. He pitched a full seven 
innings—the distance today’s starting pitchers 
are expected to go—gave up only one run and 
got the win. He’s started five times since then 
and has picked up right where he left off. He 
went seven innings against the hard-hitting 
Florida Marlins last Friday and nobody scored 
a run. Then last Monday night, I watched him 
pitch seven innings against probably the best 
team in baseball, the Washington Nationals. 
He was up against their best pitcher, Stephen 
Strasburg, who was selected for the All-Star 
Game. It would be quite a challenge. 

Matz is an absolute pleasure to watch. 
Strasburg went about his business stone- 


faced. He knew he was the best, and the best 
never show emotions. If the umpire called a 
strike a ball, so what? On we go. At 6’ 6” and 
290 pounds, he began overpowering the Mets. 

Matz, however, is 6’ 2”, slender and you can 
read every emotion. He is frightened, happy, 
worried, proud and it takes him a few innings 
to get his focus—which he did in the third 
inning. In the two prior innings, he’d gotten in 
trouble but worked his way out. Beginning in 
the third inning, his confidence settled in and 
he took command. He had been lucky not to 
get scored on in the first two innings. Now he 
was mowing Washington down, including their 
sluggers Zimmerman and Harper (both going to 
the All-Star Game). After seven innings he had 
fought Strasburg to a draw. Both left the game 
for relievers. Neither had given up a run. 

Another thing that makes Matz so much fun 
to watch is how he does things. Manager Terry 
Collins said from the beginning that Matz, 
if coached carefully, has it all. His pitching 
windup is classic. His fastball is in the mid-90s. 
He has a good array of other pitches, with a 
great, arching, almost unhittable curveball, and 
when he gets into the zone he has extraordinary 
accuracy in catching the edge of the plate and 
an extraordinary thought process in trying to 
fool the batters with what he throws. Nobody 
knows what he is going to do, and nobody can 
hit him.

shines a light on a relevant and timely issue. 

Wells blends his own experiences of living 
in New York and Africa, where he spent his 
childhood. The novel begins in a setting familiar 
to many, the busy streets of New York City.

describing the slaughter of elephants, and the 
impact that their destruction has beyond that 
of their individual lives. This is where Wells’ 
true strength lies in the novel, and it gives 
it a purpose beyond that of a thriller. Wells 
approaches the matter in a way that makes you 
stop and think, while also being entertained. 
Clearly a passionate conservationist, Wells 
brings to life these issues and helps the reader 
to see them as a worldwide issue that needs to 
be addressed. 

Through the suspense and unexpected turns 
this novel takes, music is woven beautifully into 
the narrative. Once the conflict has subsided, 
and the end of the novel nears, the language 
used becomes almost lyrical, which is a 
welcome change from the matter-of-fact style of 
the rest of the novel. This is also when the love 
story between Sipho and Alison strengthens. 
Although their relationship seemed a bit forced 
at the beginning, the last few chapters serve to 
create a romance that is realistic and heartfelt. 

Although Wells’ imagination has to be 
admired, the idea that the CIA would force 
two inexperienced civilians to trap the leaders 
of an international cybercrime network is 
unbelievable. If Alison had perhaps been of a 
different occupation, or had a past working 
for the criminal justice system, maybe then it 
would have clarified the questions that arose 
when trying to understand how this situation 
could come to be. There’s also cyber and tech 
lingo that’s not explained, and that makes it 
even more difficult to follow the story to its 
completion. It’s clear that Wells knows what 
he’s talking about, but he assumes that the 
reader is just as knowledgeable as he is. 

Atone for the Ivory Cloud is a great read if you 
are passionate about wildlife preservation and 
know something about cybercrime. Then you 
will find it entertaining and educational, with 
some truly beautiful and lyrical language woven 
into the action-packed plot. Sure to create

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The Hamptons Goes Green with Geothermal

Afr to global warming and pollution may be 
right under our feet. The heat found underground 
can be harnessed into energy, which can fuel almost 
any electrical system. The energy created by this 
heat, known as geothermal energy, is becoming an 
increasingly popular way for Hamptonites to heat 
and cool their homes. 

A geothermal heating system works by pumping 
liquid into the ground through plastic pipes, which 
capture the earth’s heat, and distribute that. heat 
throughout the home. In the summer, when the 
outside temperature is high, the system takes the hot 
air from the home and sends it underground, where 
it is cooled, and then released back into the home. 

Pamela Glazer, architect and founder of Pamela 
Glazer Architecture, says, “Geothermal heating is 
really just a method of using the consistent 55-degree 
temperature of the ground to heat and cool a home.” 

Geothermal heating reduces both electric and 
maintenance bills, as well as your carbon footprint 
over time. Once installed, the system requires very 
little maintenance. This is because the components 
are installed indoors, away from harsh outdoor 
elements. According to PSEG Long Island, the system 
can last over 20 years and reduce maintenance 
costs from 25% to 60%. Geothermal can be installed 
in almost any home. There are no ugly condensing 
units involved. 

Doug Matz, owner and operator of Flanders Heating 
and Air Conditioning, says, “Geothermal heating is a

great solution on a project-by-project basis. With 
some projects it doesn’t work, while other times it’s 
the best solution. For those it does work for, it can 
save 30% on heating and 50% on cooling.” 

It’s important to note that a geothermal system 
is much more efficient at cooling a home than it 
is at heating. Bill Chaleff, architect and founder of 
architectural firm Chaleff and Rogers Architects, 
says, “With cooling, we’re running downhill. We’re 
taking the hot summer heat and dumping it to an 
infinite source of cool ground heat that absorbs it all. 
It’s how mother nature wants to go.” 

Geothermal energy and heating produce almost 


no greenhouse gases or pollutants. This is because 
the heat from the system is in a closed loop. The 
system itself is completely renewable, but it does 
require electricity to power the compressor and 
other components. Since the majority of Long Island 
electricity comes from gas power plants, a geothermal 
system does rely on some non-renewable energy. 
Chaleff says, “Heat pumps run on electricity, and that 
electricity is supplied to your home by a system that 
is 30% efficient, so the carbon footprint of producing 
electricity for a geothermal heating system offsets 
roughly the environmental gain you make.” 

Pamela Glazer says, “My firm has done things 
to offset this environmental impact by powering 
geothermal systems with solar power. So, 
the energy needed to power the heating system can 
be renewable.” 

The installation costs for a geothermal heating 
system can run from $10,000-$100,000. Matz says, 
“The cost of the job and the installation time depends 
on many factors such as the size of the house, the 
water supply, what direction it faces and how much 
insulation it has.” 

While geothermal energy is proving an efficient 
alternative energy source, the industry is still in its 
infancy. According to This Old House magazine, only 
47,000 geothermal units were installed in the U.S. in 
2016, which is considerably less than the millions 
of general forced air units sold. However, with 
increased sales, especially in progressive areas such 
as the Hamptons, it appears that this energy source 
will continue to grow.

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Montauk Playhouse Expansion Looks Inminent

he Montauk Playhouse Community Center has 

been only partially operational since 2006, but 
it looks like that’s about to change. The Town of East 
Hampton announced in June that it would match 
$3 million in individual donations raised by the 
Montauk Playhouse Community Center Foundation 
(MPCCF). That signaled a major step forward 
towards the expansion of the Playhouse to include 
a Cultural Arts and Aquatic Center. Now, it seems 
imminent that the Playhouse will raise the final 
$2 million in donations needed for a full renovation 
by 2019, which is the same year the town will include 
its $3 million contribution in its capital budget. 
Revelers at last weekend’s Dan’s Taste of Summer 
events—MonTaco and ClambakeMTK—did their part 
‘as a portion of proceeds from these events benefitted 
the Playhouse. 

Currently, the Town of East Hampton owns 
and operates the Playhouse, which is located on 
Edgemere Street next to the Montauk Fire House 
and across from the train station. The Playhouse 
is home to a gymnasium, fitness center, childcare 
center, senior nutrition and adult care center and 
Montauk Physical Therapy. The new plans call for 
the unfinished western half of the building to hold 
an Aquatic Center with two pools, one for fitness 
training and the other for recreation, as well as a 
Cultural Arts Center with a multi-use performance, 
conference and event space. “Once completed, the 
expanded facility will be a vibrant gathering place 


for all of Montauk’s residents 
and visitors,” says Susan 
Henkin, executive director of 
the Playhouse. 

Henkin says that 
construction will likely begin 
in 2018, and that it should 
take 12-15 months for it to 
be completed. 

Citing a 2013 survey of 
Montauk residents in which 
90% responded favorably to 
expanding the Playhouse, 
Henkin says that’ the 
Playhouse will become a new 
hub for the community. Even 
as Montauk has become the 
hottest summer vacation 


spot on the East End, Henkin Now there’s s a a house 5 you. can a play int 


says that providing a year- 
round facility will benefit locals, seasonal residents 
and visitors. 

“The Foundation has been in regular communication 
with Montauk’s year-round and seasonal residents 
who continue to express a need for social and 
cultural gathering spaces for residents and visitors 
of all ages,” she says. 

The proposed Cultural Arts Center will serve not 
only to encourage interest in the arts, but will also be 
available to businesses and residents as a conference 
space, Henkin says. “The multi-use Cultural Arts 
Center will be home to live theater and musical 


performances, educational 
classes, movies and events,” 
she says. “The flexible facility 
will enable us to partner with 
local businesses and provide 
space for conferences, and 
numerous social gatherings.” 

The Playhouse hopes 
to accommodate both 
professional and community 


performances with 
its theater. 
Meanwhile, the Aquatic 


Center will provide Montauk 
residents with a community 
pe much closer to home 
| $than the ones at the YMCA 
! 8East Hampton RECenter. 
“The Aquatic Center’s 
mission to provide water 
safety and swimming competence will help ensure 
the health and safety of all Montauk’s families,” 
Henkin says. 

For now, the promise of a new community center 
has captured the interest of many in Montauk. 

“The success of this project will be measured by 
its ability to deliver quality programming that is 
complementary to what’s already available on the 
East End,” Henkin says. gi

Get Intimate at Bay Street Through July 30

) atin and lace weave together a magical evening 
at Bay Street Theater and Sag Harbor Center for 
the Arts. Running through July 30, /ntimate Apparel 
is a stirring romantic drama with a lot of heart and 
a poignant message that will stick with theatergoers 
long after the powerful final scene. 

The time is 1905. Esther Mills (played by Kelly 
McCreary) is a black seamstress who lives in a 
boarding house and makes a living crafting high-end 
undergarments for women—everyone from Fifth 
Avenue socialite Mrs. Van Buren (Julia Motyka) to 
a prostitute at the local saloon, Mayme (Shayna 
Small). Esther is friendly with her opinionated and 
motherly landlady, Mrs. Dickson (Portia), as well 
as with Mr. Marks (Blake DeLong), a Hasidic fabric 
salesman. Esther’s world is turned upside down when 
she begins receiving letters from George (Edward 
O’Blenis), a man working on the Panama Canal 
who is looking for companionship. When George 
proposes marriage, Esther must decide whether 
to risk her happiness on someone she has never 
met. Her situation is further complicated by her 
burgeoning feelings for Mr. Marks, with whom she 
‘shares an unexpectedly deep connection. When she 
eventually meets George for real, her life is changed 
in ways no one could have imagined.

Playwright Lynn Nottage takes her time 
developing the characters in the first act, slowly 
setting up a series of events that develop in the 
latter half of the play into surprising and satisfying 
scenarios, leading to a bittersweet conclusion. 
Each character has an important part to 
play in Esther’s story, and characters that first 
appear simple or comical, like the cheerful but 
lonely Mrs. Van Buren, show interesting new layers 
as the story progresses. 

McCreary does a fabulous job, appearing 
in every -scene. Her Esther is warm but 
withdrawn, conservative but open-minded and 
hopeful. without being naive. O’Blenis is also 
strong as George, doing a good job of distinguishing 
the man Esther thinks he is in the first half and 
the man he turns out to be in the second. As Mrs. 
Van Buren, Motyka has delightful comic timing 
and instincts that eventually give way to more 
serious (and just as convincing) moments. And 
Small is positively magnetic as Mayme, a woman 
who is far more complex than she appears at first. 
Small also has a beautiful singing voice, which is 
showcased toward the end of the first act. 

Director Scott Schwartz’s vision for the show 
must be commended, incorporating a clever 
rotating set by Jeff Cowie, catchy saloon-style 


music by Michael Holland and_ gorgeous 
costumes by Emilio Sosa. The corsets and dresses 
Esther creates are provocative for the time 
period without being tacky, almost feeling like 
characters in their own right. The rotating set makes 
for smooth scene transitions and marks the passage 
of time and place. Projections also help to tell the 
story throughout. 

Toward the end of Intimate Apparel, audiences 
will wonder if Esther will get the happy 
ending she deserves. While the answer is not 
so simple, Nottage wraps up the drama with a 


lovely message about strong women, independence 
and the different types of “intimacy” that we 
all experience in our lives. A late scene between 
McCreary and DeLong is startlingly powerful 
and intense with very little being said, and it’s 
these moments that make /Jntimate Apparel something 
very special.

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Want to Dance With Somebody? Try Pilobolus

Oo: Saturday, July 15 at 8 p.m., the internationally 
acclaimed arts organization Pilobolus, 
renowned for its unique and diverse collaborations 
that break the barriers between creative disciplines, 
will perform at Guild Hall in East Hampton. 

Pilobous was founded in 1971 by a group of 
Dartmouth College students with no training in dance 
and no interest in playing by the rules of classical 
dance technique. They always create collaboratively, 
and are continually exploring new ways of using the 
human body as a graphic and expressive medium. 

The company’s numerous honors include a Scripps 
Award in 2000, a Dance Magazine Award in 2010, a 
TED Fellowship, a 2012 Grammy Award nomination, 
and several Cannes Lion Awards at the International 
Festival of Creativity. In 2015, Pilobolus was named 
one of the Dance Heritage Coalition’s “Irreplaceable 
Dance Treasures.” 

But that’s not all. The company has created and 
toured over 120 pieces of repertory to more than 
65 countries and currently performs its work each 
year for over 300,000 people across the U.S. and 
around the world. In recent years, Pilobolus has 
been frequently featured on U.S. television including 
on The 79th Annual Academy Awards Broadcast, 
60 Minutes, Sesame Street, Oprah, Ellen, Late Night 
with Conan O’ Brien and the Today Show. 

And now is your chance to see Pilobolus, live and 
in person. “If you’ve never seen Pilobolus, or if you 
have seen Pilobolus in the past and you think you 
know what we’re going to do—we’re going to have 
some surprises for you in both cases,” says Matt 
Kent, Pilobolus co-artist director. 

The Guild Hall performance will consist of four 
separate routines. Short videos will play between 
them, while the production crews set up for the

next piece. These short videos will show the kind 
of work Pilobolus does off the stage, including their 


educational and community engagement programs. 

The first piece will consist of three dancers on a 
pedestal, four feet off the ground. This piece, Kent 
says, is about constraint. The second piece will be an 
excerpt from a longer piece called Shadowland, made 
in collaboration with Stephen Banks, who was, at the 
time, the lead writer on Nickelodeon’s SpongeBob 
SquarePants. The third piece is a new collaboration 
with banjo legend Béla Fleck and his wife Abigail 
Washburn. The fourth piece, Rushes, is the first 
product .of Pilobolus’s International Collaboration 
Project. “So,” Kent says, “It goes from our own 
Pilobolus creation, to working with someone who’s 
a cartoon writer and mime, to two banjo players and 
ending with this European take on it all.” 

“You're going -to get a wide range,” Kent 
assured us. “If you think you don’t like dance,” he 
says, “come see it—it may surprise you. | like to 
say, this is work that keeps the husband happy,” he 
joked. “Anyone who has been dragged to a show— 
when those people like it, we really feel like we’re 
doing a good job. And I think this is a good show 
for people who have never seen dance. It’s a great 
gateway company.” eee 

So get out and support an inventive, innovative 
and exciting art form, which you might otherwise 
not. As Kent says, “It’s important that people see 
things that entertain them but also make them ask 
questions. We’re not about answering questions, 
but about being in an environment where you can 
ponder something delightful or mysterious or creepy 
or scary or energizing. And | think it’s important that 
it happens in a live setting with a group of people.”

leather jacket as Danny Zuko in NBC’s Grease: Live, 
starred in the USA drama Graceland and the CBS 
comedy BrainDead. 

Tveit can sing, dance, act, play instruments, golf 
and seemingly do just about anything he puts his 
mind to. His talent, good looks and charisma have 
awarded him fame and the distinction of being a 
Broadway heartthrob. 

All this for a boy from the Hudson Valley who 
never knew he wanted a career on stage until he was 
in college. Tveit always had a love for music, and was 
a member of his high school chorus and band. He 
turned down scholarships to study business, went 
to Ithaca College to study music instead, but soon 
found himself missing the stage. 

“I had a lot of friends who were theater majors and 
they pushed me to the theater program,” Tveit says.

was in theater and it was really fulfilling. Then a year 
and a half later, I got cast in the national tour of Rent 
and I left school. It’s a crazy way to find yourself 
doing this for a living, but I was very lucky that once I 
set my mind to it, it happened very quickly. But I was 
totally in love with it at the same time.” 

That initial Rent casting as Steve, while covering 
Roger and Mark, was a catalyst for the budding 
Broadway star. Tveit then joined the national tour of 
Hairspray. Immediately after the tour, Tveit reprised 
his role as Link Larkin in his Broadway debut. 

“Being on Broadway is the hardest thing ever,” 
Tveit says. “It’s definitely the most rewarding out 
of all the media. When you're on television, 
everything is in a vacuum, no one can laugh at 
your jokes because everyone has to be quiet. Being 
on stage and having 2,000 people cheer and laugh 
and cry for you every night is something you can 
never find anywhere else.

“Being on stage is definitely my first love, and 
that’s where it all started and where my heart is,” 
he says. “That’s what’s been great about these 
concerts, | still get to have this back and forth with 
the audience that I crave.” 

At WHBPAC, Tveit will be singing songs he loves 
from Broadway and beyond, as well as interacting 
with the audience. “We do songs from shows I’ve 
been in that people may know, other stuff that I love 
and some Broadway and classic American songs,” 
Tveit says. “I try not to take it too seriously, but I 
try to have a good time and mix in some things that 
people might not expect me to sing.” 

The day after the show, Tveit will begin preparing 
for Company, a musical, with the Barrington Stage 
Company in Berkshire County, Massachusetts.

The East End’s Delish Beers of Summer

hat better way to celebrate summer on the 

East End than by grabbing a cold one? The 
local beer scene has taken off in recent years as 
breweries have matured and increased production 
while new ones enter the market. Although you can 
buy some local brands in stores, the best place to 
enjoy these Long Island brews is in the taprooms at 
the breweries themselves. 

One of the fastest growing breweries in New 
York is also the easternmost brewery in the state. 
Montauk Brewing Company, established in 2012, 
is in the heart of Montauk at 62 South Erie Avenue. 
It was founded by three East Enders—Eric Moss, 
Vaughan Cutillo and Joe Sullivan. 

Montauk Brewing Co. takes pride in being a 
part of the local community and works with 
local farms throughout the brewing cycle. Cutillo 
says that the brewery occasionally uses local hops 
from Craft Master Hops in Mattituck and that all 
spent grain from the brewing process goes directly 
to local farms. 

The Montauk brew selection is made up of six 
different ales, two of which are IPAs. This summer, 
the two most popular seasonal beers are the Summer 
Ale and the new Watermelon Session Ale. “We 
brewed it last year when it was on tap at the brewery 
only and it outsold the Summer Ale, so we brought 
it out this year in cans and on draft,” Cutillo said 
of the unique Watermelon beer. “There are other 
watermelon beers in the market, but ours is a

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Lazy Bones Makes Fishing So Plaking Easy 


BY JORDAN GREEN 


luke is a delicious white fish with a delicate 

flavor and texture. How it tastes ultimately 
comes down to how you choose to cook and season 
it. Simple is better, as adding just some butter, lemon 
and herbs can make a tasty dinner. 

Montauk has some of the best fishing waters to 
catch these summer flounders. What makes the 
Montauk fishing scene special is the friendly local 
fishermen who form a community at the docks. 
There aren’t many that embody all that’s good about 
this community better than Captain Mike Vegessi 
and his wife Kathy, owners of Lazy Bones. 

Lazy Bones is the name of the boat, and their 
business, which takes customers out on the water 
for half-day fluke fishing sessions. Hidden on West 
Lake Drive just before Gosman’s Dock, Lazy Bones 
has been serving Montauk locals and vacationers for 
34 years. 

Two things stand out about Lazy Bones the boat— 
how easy it is to fish from and how friendly the 
captain and crew are. 

Fluke fishing is fairly simple, and Lazy Bones 
makes it even easier by providing you with everything 
you need to catch your dinner. The fact that anyone 
with the right rod, regardless of experience, can 
catch fluke is the main reason Captain Mike started 
his business. 

“When I started [Lazy Bones], I knew I wanted to 
do something simple and easy,” Captain Mike says. 
“That’s why we do it. We got guys who spend their 
whole lives trying to catch a large fluke, and we have 
kids on their first time out, they cast the line in the 
water and they catch that large fluke that that guy’s 
been trying to for 20 years. That’s what fluking’s 
about, it’s easy.” 


Lazy Bones makes daily trips 
in the spring, summer and fall, 
though summer is peak fluke 
season. During the fall, fishers 
can also haul bluefish and 
striped bass. 

Captain Mike takes 
customers out on his boat 
twice a day, with sessions 
from 8 a.m. to noon and 1 
p.m. to 5 p.m. It takes a while 
to get to the optimal fishing 
location, but the ride out 
gives you a chance to take in 
beautiful views of the Montauk 
coastline. He takes the boat 
around the Montauk Point 
Lighthouse and lines are cast 
with a view of the Montauk 
bluffs on one side and open 
ocean and the Block Island 
windmills out in the distance 
on the other. 

Once the boat gets about a 
half-mile offshore and the depth is around 60 feet, 
the horn sounds and the lines are dropped. 

Fluke fishing is easy, but that doesn’t mean you'll 
always be able to have something to take home. The 
fluke this year have to be 19 inches or longer for you 
to keep, and you never know when you’re going to 
get a bite. 

What’s the key to fluke fishing? “Patience,” Captain 
Mike says. You can catch fluke “as long as you can 
feel the bottom. They’re bottom feeders, they’re flat. 
You feel that sinker on the bottom and you have just 
as much of a chance as anyone to catch it.” 

Lazy Bones gives you everything you need to reel 


Catching fish is no fluke on Lazy Bones 


in a catch. The boat provides 
34 rods, bait and buckets for 
the catch. Mates are always 
patrolling the deck ready 
to net fish, untangle lines 
and quickly solve problems 
that would give beginners 
headaches. The crew will 
even fillet your fish so you can 
bring it straight home to eat. 

As someone who’s_ been 
catching fluke most of his life, 
Captain Mike says he’s tried 
most recipes for fluke. His 
favorite way to eat it, though, 
is simply fried. 

Lazy Bones has always been 
a family business. For years 
Captain Mike’s daughters 

8 made the daily fishing trips 
‘¢ as mates while growing up. 
5 Since they’ve moved on to 
start families, Captain Mike 
has had a reliable network of 
mates, many of whom have stuck with him for more 
than a decade. 

It doesn’t get much better than hanging out on a 
boat and catching fish with friends, family, food and 
beer. Lazy Bones takes all the hassle out of fishing, 
giving you the freedom to enjoy the day on the water. 

Bring a hat, cooler, sunscreen and a camera to take 
pictures of the amazing views—and hopefully of the 
day’s catch! ga.
